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dg Until 1945, the Soviets were correct in claiming that they did not bother the 
chureh, the clergy, or religious ceremonies in the Western Ukraine. However, 
1945 marked the taginning of anti-church agitation and persecution of leading 
churchmen. The first anti-church articles appeared in the Lvov rapsr, Free 
Ukraine, and wre followed by police troop attacks on the Metropolitan's 
palace and othir incidents, On 9 May 1945, all bisheps and assistants in 
Galicia were arrested, incarcerated in Lvov, and held incommmicado. Theo- 
logical studerts were arrested and taken to Belaya Tserkovs the youwager ones 
were sent home and the others were enrolled in the Army. Two priests were 
murdered in the Iwov area, 


2. In an attempt by the Soviets to eleminate the Greek Catholic Church, a "Group 
for the Merger of the Greelr and Russian Orthodox Churches" was founded on 
28 Mey 1945. Founders of the group were: Dr, Gabriel Kostelnik of Lvov, a 
Greek Catholic priest; Dr. Mikhail Meinik, pastor of Nyshankovichi (sic); 
and Antonii Pelvetekii, ctty chaplain of Kopychyntse. Secretary of the orm 
fanization was Sergei Khrutzkii. The group was officially recognized by the 
Soviet Government.

5,  Antd-church action was undertaken azainst monks also. The nonistory of the 
Order of Redenptionists, located in the suburbs of Lvov, was seized by the 
povorment and the nonks were forbidden to hold services. In adlition, all 
byanch monasteries of the Redonntionists were confisceted exee;t the Molosko 
Vonastery near Lvov, wich the order ‘ms allowed to retrin. Convonts also. 
were disbonded. The nuns, hoinver, continued to circulate as nurses in the 
Carratho-Ukraine, “untmry, Gzechoclovaleia, and Toland ani broutht useful in- 
fornation back from their travels. 


6, nl May 1946, there vore sixty priests in Lvov ho had not joined the Ortho~ 
dox Church. In Septenber 1946, they wor? ordered to register with the authoritics. 


7. Inthe fall of 1946, courses wre storted in Pochayev-Volhynian (sie) for the 
education of new Orthodox priests for Galicia. Eighty vercent of the Voliynian 
priests of the opposition vere arrested. 


8. Also in the f.l2 of 1946, 2 trial was instirated in Kiev arainst the Geeok Catholic 
archbishops. Slipii, Metrorolitan of Lvov, was sentenced to elsht years in prison. 
The Bishon of “tauislav, Choryshin, died in the Kiev prison. The prelate Kunitzkii 
ana the vriest Galland died in the Ivov prison. In August 1946, Motropolitan Slipit 
wrote to Lvov from his exile in Kranoyarek, Siberia, that he wis working in a tracto1 
factory picking wool (sic). Abbot Klemens Shertytakii was forbidden residence in 
Lvov and now lives in the Uhniv Cloister. The Abbess of the Studite Ornler wae sen- 
tenced to twenty years in rrison. 


9. A sinilar fate befell the Romen Catholic Church in Lvov. The Roman Catholic Airch- 
bishop, Tvirdovaki, was. denorted to Poland, and tho Roman Catholic churenes vere 
cloned. 
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
